Thus Olymanduas King of Egypt built a 
famous Library, upon the Front whereof he 
put this Inſcription, 4TX8E JATPEION (A.) 
This is the Firſt Library of any Note that 
we read of to have pertained to any King.

=o next Imployment was to Henry the 
Third, at ſuch time as he was forced by 
the Duke of Guiſe to fly out of Paris: 
Which I performed in ſuch ſort as I had 
in Charge, with extroardinary Secrecy, 
not being accompanied with any one Ser- 
vant, (for ſo I was commanded ) nor 
with any other Letters, than ſuchas were 
written with the Queen's own Hand to 
the King, and ſome ſelected Perſons about 
Him: The effect of that Meſſage it is fit 
1 ſhould conceal, but it tended greatly to 
the Advantage, not only of the King, 
but of all the Proteſtants in France, and 
to the Duke's apparent overthrow.z which 
alſo followed ſoon upon it. It ſo befel 
after this, in the Lear Eighty Eight, that 
for the better Conduct of her Highneſs's 
Affairs in the Provinces United, I was 
thought a fit Perſon to reſide in thoſe 
Parts, and was ſent thereupon to the Hague 
in Holland ;:Wwhere according to the Con- 
tract that had formerly paſt between her 
Highneſs and the States, I was admitted 
for one of their Counſekof State, take-

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ing Place in their Aſſemblies next to Count 
Maurice, and yielding my Suffrage in all 
that was propoſed: During all that time, 
what Approbation was given of my pain- 
ful Endeavours by the Queen, Lords in Ex- 
gland, by the States of the Country there, 
and by all the Erglifh Soldiery, I refer 
it to be notified by ſome other's Relation ʒ 
Sith it was not unknown to any of any Cal. 
ling, that then were acquainted with the 
State of that Government. For at my firſt 
coming thither, the People of that Coun- 
try ſtood in dangerous Terms of diſcon- 
tentment; partly for ſome Courſes that 
were held in England, as they thought to 
their ſingular Prejudice, bat moſt of all in 
reſpe@ of the inſolent Demeanour of ſome 
of her Hzzhzeſrs Miniſters, which _ 
reſpected their private Emolument; li 
weighing in their Dealing, what the Queen 
had contracted with the State of the 
Country 2 Whereupon was conceived a 
mighty Fear' on every fide, that both a 
preſent Diflolution of the Covenant would 
enſue, and downaright-Breach of Amity, 
between ns and them, Now what means 
1 (et afoot for redreſs of theſe Perils, and 
by what Degrees the ſtate of things was 
| reduced into order, it would require a long © 
| Treatiſe to report it exactly. But this I may

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Country did always acknowledge it with 


Gratitude, that had I not of my (elf, with - 
out any Direction from my Superiours, 
proceeded in my Charge with extreme 
Circumſpection, as well in all my Speeches 


and Propoſals to the States, as in the Te- | 


nour of my Letters, that I writ into En- 
gland, ſome ſudden Alarm had been gi- 
ven, to the utter Subverſion, and Ruin 
of the State of thoſe Provinces : Which 
in proceſs of time, muſt needs have wrought 
in all Probability, the ſelf ſame effect in 
the State of this Realm. Of this my Di- 
ligence and Care in the managing of my 
Buſineſs, there was, as I have Renified 
very ſpecial Notice taken by the Queen, 

State at Home, for which I received 
from her Majeſty, many comfortable Let- 
ters of her gracious Acceptance: As with- 
all from that time forward, I did never al- 
moſt receive any ett Inſtructions, how to

all her Affairs, was left to me and my 
Diſcretion. Through this my long Ab- 
ſenceont of Ereland, which wanted very 
little of five whole Years, my private E(- 
tate did greatly 9 185 my ſpeedy Return;

Nevertheleſs, upon a certain occaſion to de- 
liver unto her ſome ſecret Overtures, and 
of performing thereupon an extroardinary 
Service, I came again Home, within leſs 
than a twelve Month; and I was no ſoon- 
er come, but her Highneſs embracing the 
Fruit of my Diſcoveries, I was preſently 
commanded to return to the States, with 
Charge to purſue thoſe Affairs to Perfor- 
mance, which I had ſecretly propoſed; 
and according to the Project which I had 
conceived and imparted unto her, all 
things were concluded, and brought to 
that Iſſue, that was inſtantly deſired: 
Whereupon ! procured my laſt Revocation. 
Now here I cannot chuſe, in making Re- 

rt of the principal Accidents, that have 

efallen unto me in the Courſe of my Life, 

but record among the reſt, that from the 
very firſt day, I had no man more toFriend, 


among the Lords of the Council, than 


was the Lord Treaſurer Burleigb; fot 
when occaſion had been offered of de- 
claring his Conceit, as touching my Ser- 
e would always tell the Queen 
Cvhich I. received from her ſelf, and 
ſome other Ear - Witneſſes) that there 
was not any Man in England, ſo meet as 
my elf; t0-undergo the Office of the Se. 
cretary: And ſince; his Son the profene

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Lord Treaſurer hath ſignified unto me in 
; private Conference, that when his Father 
| firſt intended to advance. him tothat Place, 
| his purpoſe was. withal to make me his 
Collegue. But the Caſe ſtood thus in 
| my behalf: Before ſuch time as I retur- 
ned from the Provinces United, which was 
| in the Year. 1597, and likewiſe - after 
my return, The Earl of Efex did uſe me 
ſo kindly both by.. Letters and Meſlages, 
and other great Tokens of his inward Fa- 
vour to me, that although I had no mean- 
ing, but to ſettle in my Mind my chiefeſt 
Dependance upon the Lord. Burleigh,..as 
one that I reputed to be both the beſt able, 
and therewithal the moſt willing to work 
my Advancement with the Qveen; Yet I 
know not how the Earl, who ſought by 
all Devices to divert her Love and Liking 
both from the Father and the Son, ( but 
from the Son in ſpecial) to withdraw my 
Affection from the One, and the Other, 
and to win me altogether to depend upon 
himſelf, did ſo often take oœcdion to enters 
tain the Queen, with ſome prodigal Speech- 
es of my Sufficiency for a Secretary, whicl 
were ever accompanied with Words of 
Diſgrace againſt the preſent Lord Trea- 
ſurer, as neither. She her ſelf; (of whoſe 
Favour before I was thoroughly aſſured) 
took any great Pleaſure to prefer me the

Advice, as well in his own, as in all the 
Cauſes of his Friends; and when more- 
over, for my ſelf 1 had fully confider=d, 
how very untowardly theſe two Coun- 
ſellors were affected unto me, (upon whom 
Cogitatibn I had framed all the 
Fabrick of my Future Proſperity ) how 
ill it did concur with my natural Diſpo-

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from the Court, which was the Epilogue, 

and End of all my Actions, and Endea- 

vouts of any important Note, till I 

came to the Age of Sixty Three. Now 

although after this, by her Majeſty's 
Directions, I was often called to the 

Court, by the now Lord Treaſurer, then 
Secretary, and required by him, as alſo 
divers times ſince, by order from the King, 
to ſerve as Ambaſſador in France, to go 
a Commiſſioner from his Highneſr, for 
concluding the Truce between Spain and 
the Provinces, and to Hhegotiate in other 
very honourable Imployments, yet I 
would not be removed from my former 
final Reſolution ; infomuch as at length 
to reduce me the ſooner to return to the 
Court, I had an offer made me by the pre- 
ſentLord Treaſurer (for in proceſs of time 
he ſaw, as he himſelf was pleaſed to tell 
me more than once, that all my dealing 
was upright; fair, and direct) that in 
caſe I my ſelf were willing unto it, he 
would make me his Aſſociate in the Se- 
crxetaty's Office: And to the Intent 
I might believe that he intended it hon 
fide, he would get me out of hand to 
be ſworn of the Council. And for the 
better enabling of my State, to maintain 
ſuch a Dignity, whatſoever I would ask, 
that might be fit for him to deal in, a

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for me to enjoy, he would preſently ſol- 
licite the King to give it Paſſage. All 
which Perſwaſions notwithſtanding, al- 
beit I was often aſſaulted by him, in re- 
gard of my Years,” and for that I felt my 
ſelf ſubject to many Indiſpoſitions, beſides 
ſome other private Reaſons, which I re- 
ſerve unto my ſelf, I have continued ſtill 
at home, my retired courſe of Life, which 
is now methinks to me, as the greateſt 
Preferment that the State can afford. On- 
ly this, I muſt truly confeſs of my ſelf, 
that though I did never yet repent me of 
thofe, and ſome other my often refuſals 
of Honourable Offers, in reſpect of en- 
riching my private Eſtate ; yet ſomewhat 
more of late, I have blamed my ſelf and 
my Nicety that way, for the love that 1 
bear to my Reverend Mother the Oniver- 
of Oxon, and to the Advancement of 
her Good, by ſuch kind of means, as 1 
have ſince undertaken, For thus I fell to 
diſcourſe, and debate in my Mind, That 
altho' I might find it fitteſt for me, to 
keep out of the Throng of Court Conten- 
tions, and addreſs my Thoughts and Deeds 
to ſuch Ends altogether, as I my ſelf could 
beſt affect; yet withal I was to think, that 
=” Duty towards God, the Expectation 
of the World, and my natural Inclina- 
tion, and very Morality did — 


ſtore of Honourable Friends, to furthee 
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I ſhould not wholly ſo hide thoſe little 
Abilities that I had, but that in ſome 
meaſure, in one kind or other, I ſhould do 
the true part of a profitable Member of 
the State z whereupon examining exactly 
for the reſt of my Life, what courſe I 
might take, and having ſought ( as I 
thought ) all the ways to the Wood, to 
ſelect the moſt proper, I concluded at the 
laſt, to ſet up my Staff at the Library- 
Door in Oxon; being thoroughly perſwa- 
ded, that in my Solitude, and Surceaſe 
from the Common-Wealth Affairs, I could 
not buſy my ſelf to better punpoſe, than 
by reducing that Place (which then in 
every Part lay ruined and waſt ) to the 
publick uſe of Students. For the effecting 
whereof, I found my ſelf furniſhed in a 

competent Proportion, of ſuch four kinds 
of Aids, as unleſs I had them all, there 
was no hope of good Succeſs : For with- 
out ſome kind of Knowledge, as well in 
the Learned and Modern Tongues, as in 
ſundry other ſorts of ſcholaſtical Litera- 
ture, without ſome Purſe-ability to go 
through with the Charge, without great 


the Deſign, and without ſpecial good lei- 

ſure to follow ſach a Work, it could but 
bave proved a vain Attempt and inconſi- 
derate. But how well I have ſped in all 


my 
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my Endeavours, and how full Proviſion 
I have made for the Benefit and Eaſe of 
all frequenters of the Library, that which 
I have already performed in Sight, that 
which befides I have given for the Main- 
tenance of it, and that which hereafter 
I purpoſe to add, by way of Enlargement 
of that Place, (for the Project is caſt, and 
whether I live or die, it ſhall be, God 
willing, put in full Execution) will teſ- 
tify ſo truly and abundantly for me, as 
I need not be the Publiſher of the 
Dignity and Worth of mine own Inſti-

intended, except the diſſolute Demea- 
nours of ill affected Perſons be judiciouſly 
reſtrained, by force of Statutes and Pro- 
viſoes to encounter their Diſorders ; it is 
thought in that regard a moſt neceſſary 
Care, to prevent by all good means, what 
hereafter may befal to the abuſing, im-

For it ſo fareth 
often with a Number of Students, that 
the Knowledge of ſome one of theſe pet - 
ty Particulars, may turn them in their Stu- 
dies to ſome ſingular Advantage. Again, 
whenſoeyer it comes to paſs, that of Gift 
and Gratuity to the Univerſity, any Book 
or Books, Printed, or Manuferipts, or o- 
ther Writings of Moment, are addreſſed 
to the Keeper, to be put among the Reſt 
of his Library-Store; he ſhall take no 
longer Reſpite to ſec the ſame effected, 
than until he may be able, to reſtore the

Diſputations are uſed in Divinity. Ne- 
vertheleſs, it may ſo happen eft-ſoons, 
through a multitude of urgent, and not 
yet thought upon Occaſions, that it will 
be thought behoveful by the Chief Con- 
vocation, to admit the like Ceſſation, at 
ſome other times unmentioned: Which 
then the Keeper ought to publiſh, by fix- 
ing a Schedule on the Door, that is at 
the Entrance of the School of Divinity.So 
that ſetting aſide thoſe former Exceptions, 
we do Ordain and Enjoyn, that the Keeper 
himſelf in Perſon ( not letted with Sick- 
neſs, or other lawful impediment hereaf- 
ter expreſſed _) ſhall come continually to 
the opening of the Library Doors, and 
both remain within himſelf, and give ac- 
ceſs unto others, in the Morning, from 
Eight of the Clock to Eleven; and then 
. after Dinner from Two to Five. Which 
— A xd | is 
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is to be continued from Eaſter, to the Feaſt 
of St. Michael: But for the reſt of the 
Vear, from One to Four in the After-noon. 
At theſe preſeribed Hours he ſhall alſo 
cauſe to be rung the Warning-Bell of his 
Ingreſs and Egreſs, that Men may ſhun 
the Diſcommodities of repairing thither 
overſoon, or abiding there too long, 
which the Difference of Clocks may oc- 
caſion very often, to the Prejudice and 
Hindrance of himſelf as well as others. 
* Be it always here provided, That for 
the greater ſecurity of 'the timber Works 
and Books, no Frequenter of that Place, 
Graduator other, nor the Keeper himſelf, 


or any Deputy for him, upon any Pretext 


or Colour, ſhall enter there by Night,with 
a Torch, Link, Lamp, Candle, or other 
kind of 'Fire-light, upon pain of Depri- 
vation from his Office for ever: Nor ſhall 
abſent himſelf from thence, but in Caſes 
approved ( which ſhall be ſpecified here- 
after) for the ſpace of one Day, or half- 
day, or any of thoſe Hours, that have 
bin formerly mentioned, upon pain of 
forfeiting twenty Shillings, for every time 
of his Abſence, to be defalked from his 
Salary, and converted to the encreaſing of 
the Books of the Librarꝛ. |

(. whereas otherwiſe for their Negligence, 

they ſhall be puniſhed by the Purſe, at the 

Will and Arbitriment of the Vice-Chan- 

cellor) ſo for the ſmaller fized Volumes,

of the Keeper alone, that they may not

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of we ſhould make but a ſlender Allow- 
ance, in caſe heſhall be forced to ſerve the 
Turns of every one; as oft as they require 
to have the uſe of ſuch Books; it hath 
been therefore thought expedient, to en- 
tertain à daily Miniſter, which maſt be 
evermore at hand, to aid and affiſt him, 
and to attend his Directions in all Occaſi- 
ons in the Library; Who muſt be ſworn 
to be faithful, and for his Skill muſt be 
ſufficient to feek out, and diſtribute any 
Books that are demanded; of which the 
Keeper himſelf, or (when he ſhall be ab- 
fent ) his lawful” Deputy ſhall give out 
with his own: Hands thoſe within the 
Grates, and but Six at a time of one ſort 
or other: Which is preciſely all the ſtint, 
whereto the Keeper ſhall be ſubject by our 
Conſtitutions; unleſs by himſelf be will 
be won to gratify ſome Perſons by exceed- 
ing that Number: Wherein we do require, 
that he would carry himſelf uprightly, 
and content every Student with due reſpect 
to hi Dee . 
And fith the ſundry Examples of for- 
mer Ages, as well in this Univerſity, as in 
other Places of the Realm, have taught 
us over- often, that the frequent Loan of 
Books, hath bin a principal Oecaſion of 
the Ruin and Deſtruction of many famous 
Libraries; It is therefore ordered and —

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creed to be-obſerved as a Statute of irre- 
vocable Force, that for no Regard, Pre- 

tence, or Cauſe, there ſhall at any time, 
any Volume, either of theſe that are 
chained, or of others unchained, be given 
or lent, to any Perſon or Perſons, of what- 
ſoever State or Calling, upon any kind 
of Caution, or offer of Security, for his 

faithful Reſtitution; and that no ſuch Book - 
or Volumeſhall at any time, by any what- 
ſoever, be carried: forth of the Library,

Where- 
withal we underſtand, That the Choice 
of theſe inferior Miniſters, ; ſhall be com- 
mitted to the Keepers Diſcretion; the 
Payment of theirs and all other Stipends, 
unto: the Vice -Chancellor's Care: And 
their removal from their Places, if ſo be 
they hall deſerve it, to the Library-Over- 
ſeers, whoſe Authority we ſhall ſpecify in 
the Statutes: following.

brought in, or extracted by him; where- 
of the Sum is then and there to be regi- 
ſtred with the Vice-Chancellor's  ownHand, 
upon ſome leiger Book Tying in the ſame 
Cheſt, or in ſome other like Place, to be 
afterward ſubſcribed by the Proctors as 
Eye-witneſles of it: For ſo it will a

Now becauſe it is apparent, that No- 
thing makes more for the Eaſe of the 
eeper, the Quietneſs of the Students, the 
Security of the Books, and the Honour 
and Dignity of the Univerſt ity, than that 
we ſhould proceed with ſome choice Li- 
mitation, in the Admiſſion of ſucly Per- 
ſons, as are to ſtudy in the Library; we 
do utterly reject the Opitiion of thoſe, 
that would have no Exception to no Mars 
Acceſs: For that a Graunt of ſo much 
HS would. but miniſter Occaſion of

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the Endeavours of thoſe that are ſtudious. 
And therefore not to give way to ſo great 
an Inconvenience, we do thus determine 
and decree ; That no Man ſhall enjoy the 
Freedom there of Study, but. only Do- 
ctors and Licentiats of the Three Facul- 
ties, Batchelors of Divinity, Maſters of 
Arts, Batchelors of Phyſick, and Law, 
Batchelors of Arts of two Years ſtanding, 
and all other Batchelors; if they come 
thither- in their Habits and Hoods, and 
there demean themſelves withReverence, 
in giving Place to their Superiors, and in 
ſeemly Performance of all other Dutics. 
Among theſe in like manner for ſpecial 
Reſpect, we do reckon the Sons of the 
Lords: of the Parliament, ( for of the 
Lords themſelves there may be no que- 
ſtion) and as many beſides of all Degrees, 
as of their zealous Affection to all kind 
of good Literature, have inriched that 
ſtore-Houſe with their bountiful Gifts: 
For it might be well reputed a Point of 
great Ungratitude, if we ſhould not per- 
mit ſuch worthy Contributors, to taſt of 
the Fruit of their own Beneficence. Ne- 
vertheleſs, for the tender Care that muſt be 
taken, of the endleſs Preſer vation of ſuch 
a Cabinet of the Muſes, our Intention is

And here, although we preſuppoſe, 

that the Library-Keeper in regard 10 his 
Pas Et liberal 
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liberal Education, his Affection unto 
Learning, his Credit among Clerks, and 
his Oath and Duty to the Univerſity, will 
be vigilant and ſtudious in the higheſt 
Degree, to preſerve a Jewel of ſuch Price, 
committed to his Truſt; Vet becauſe in 
the Uſage of other like Foundations, we 
have ſeen many Precedents of notorious 
Abuſes, even in thoſe that by Profeſſion, 
and in the Opinion of the world, have 
born the Name and Reputation of Men 
of excellent Integrity, we have therefore 
provided, as near as we are able by Diſ- 
courſe and Reach of Reaſon, to meet 
with all Omiſſions and retchleſs Carriages 
of the Keeper, by ſelecting to the Number 
of eight principal Graduats, to be perpe- 
tual Overſeers and Viſitors of the Libraryx 
To wit the Vice-Chancellor and Proctors, 
or their Deputies,” the three Doctors of 
the Chair, and the King's two Readers of

the Vice-Chancellor or his Deputy, with 
the Aſſent and Aſſiſtance of the other 
Overſeers, may admoniſn, reprove, or re- 
form him for it, by putting in Execution, 
whatſoever is contained in our preſent 
Conſtitatians : unleſs the quality of his 
Crime ſhall deſerve Deprivation : Which 
is evermore a Puniſhment, to be publick- 
ly practiſed, by the Cenſure and Sentence 
of that Convocation, by which he was 
elected. a} 2 111 ; 
Sith beſides it is uſual, in the beſt con- 
trived Orders of all Common-Wealths, 
to ſee a ſmall Toleration of Abuſes at firſt, 
although they be but ſeldom ſuffered, and 
that by way of Connivance, to engender 
ſoon after an irreparable Miſchief, to the 
total Diſſolution of the /principal Inſtitu- 
tion ; we do therefore Authoriſe the fore- 
elected Overſeers, and withal we do requeſt 
and entteat them very earneſtly, to attend 
without fail this principal Good Work of 
viſiting the Library: Wherein according 
to the Tenour of the Statutes before, they 
may not only proceed, to examine by 
Points, how well the Keeper hath perfor- 
med the Duties of his Charge, but muſt di- 
rect him beſides in his doubt ful Propoſals, 
if any Statute be defective, or if any new 
Accident require a new Proviſo, and in

their joint Information to the publick Aſ- 
ſembly of the Regents and non-Regents, 
muſt alwayes procure a ſpeedy-Redreſs. 
They ſhall, furthermore, in writting ſet

Imployment, of the annual Rents of the 
Library: Or of any Parcel of Mony.

upon it. For we cannot but preſume, 
that caſting what number of noble Bene- 
factors, have already concurred in à Fer- 
vor of Affection, to that Publick m 
A e tudy, 
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Study, we ſhall be ſure in time to come, to 
find ſome others in ſome Meaſure, of the 
like Diſpoſition to the Advancement of 
Learning. 0 

Hereupon we do ordain for our final 
Concluſion, that the Vice- Chancellor for 
the time being, within fifteen Days af - 
ter the Expiration of his Lear, and of eve- 
ry Year enſuing, in caſe he be continued 
more than one in his Office, ſhall aſſem- 
ble the Library Viſitors, together with. 
the Keeper, to view the Mony remain- 
ing in the Iron Cheſt, and there exhibit 
in writing a faithful Account, of all his 
Receipts, Extracts, and Expences that 
Year : which they are preſently to audit, 
with a diligent Inſpection into every 
Clauſe: and Branch: And'/therewithal 
before they part, to return into their 
Hands his double Keys unto the Cheſt: 
Which with his written Account, the 
Chief Rector of the Chair, or if he ſhould 
be abſent, the Principal there preſent, ſnali 
after deliver to the new Vice · Chancellor 
in the next Convocation, (which is for 
that Occafion to be called, when the 
Doctor ſhall requeſt it) and there in 
their Meeting, he ſhall relate by Word 
of Mouth, the State of the Cheſt, and of 
that Account: and the Account it ſelf in 
writing, as it was delivered up, ſhall be 
FTE preſently

preſently put into the Cheſt, or ſome o- 
ther Place of Safety. And if it ſhall appear 
to the ſaid Convocation, upon the Audi- 


tor*s Report, or in any other ſort, that 


the Accountant Vice-Chancellor very looſ- 
ly regarding the Religion of his Oath, or 
his own Reputation, hath waſted or mi- 
ſpent ſome deal of Treaſure, beſonging to 
the Library, (which for the eminent Dig- 
nity of his Perſon and Place, and for the 
Abundance of Truſt, that we are always 
to repoſe in his Wiſdom and Willingneſs, 
to adminiſter all uprightly, we can never 
be induced to ſurmiſe of his Stewardſhip) 
that preſent Convocation ought to take 
Cognition of it, and to tax it with Reſpect, 
if it be but a Scape, or Overſight of ſlender 
Moment - But if it fall out in Proof to be 


a manifeſt Enormity, their Authority ſhall 


ſtretch to cenſure his Offence, according 
to his Merit: and in all our former Accs, 


Conſtitutions, and Decrees, to expound 


and to alter, to abrogate and innovate, to 
add or to diminiſh, and to provide in all 
Events, for the Indemnity of the Library,

My Good Confer, Aar 
A Ccording to your Requeſt in your 
f Letter (dated the 19th of Ob ober 
at Orleant, T received here the 18th of 
December) I have ſent you by your Mer- 
chant 30 J. Sterling for your preſent Sup- 
ply, and had ſent you a greater Sum, but 
that my extroardinary Charge this Year. 
hath utterly unfurniſhed me. And now, 
Couſin, though I will be no ſevere Ex- 
actor of the Account. either of your Mo- 
ny or Time, yet for the Love I bear you, 
T am very defirous, both to ' ſatisfy my 
ſelf, and your Friends how you proſper 
in your Travels, and how'you find your 
ſelf bettered thereby, either in 2 
FT - 
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of God, or of the World; the rather, be- 
cauſe the Days you have already ſpent a- 
broad, are now both ſufficient to give 
you Light, how to fix your Self and End 
with Counſel, and accordingly to ſhape 

our Courſe conſtantly unto it. Beſides, 
it is a vulgar Scandal unto the Travellers, 
that fe return more religious than they 
went forth ; wherein both my Hope and 
Requeſt is to you, that your principal 
Care be to hold your Foundation, and to 
make no other uſe of informing your ſelf 
in the Corruptions and Superſtitions of 
other Nations, than only thereby to en- 
$286 your own Heart more firmly to the 
Truth. You live indeed in a Country. of 
two ſeveral Profeſſions, and you ſhall re- 
turn a Novice, if you be not able to give 
an Account of the Ordinances, Strength, 
and Progreſs of each, in Reputation, and 
Party, and how both are ſupported, bal- 
_ lanced and managed by the State, as be- 
ing the contrary Humours, inthe Temper 
of Predominancy whereof, the Health or 
Diſeaſe of that Body doth conſiſt. Theſe 
things you will obſer ve, not only as an En- 
gliſb man, whom it may concern, to what 
Intereſt his Country may expect in the Con- 
ſciences of their Neighbours; but alſo, as 
a Chtiſtian, to conſider both the Beauties 
and Blemiſhes, the Hopes and Dangers — 
oF the 
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the Church in all Places. Now for the 
World, I know it too well, to perſwade 
you to dive into the Practices thereof ; ra- 
ther ſtand upon your own'Guard, againſt 
all that attempt you t or may 
practiſe upon you in your Conſcience, 
Reputation, or your Purſe. Reſolve, no 
Man is wiſe or ſafe, but he that is honeſt: 
And let this Perſwaſion turn your Studies 
and Obſervations from the Complement 
and Impoſtures of the debaſed Age, to 
more real Grounds of Wiſdom, gathered 
ont of the Story of Times paſt, and out 
of the Government of the preſent State. 
Your Guide to this, is the Knowledge of 
the Country and the People among whom 
you live: For the Country though you 
cannot ſee all Places, yet if, as you paſs
